CP functions, and to stimulate tourist travel to the USSR* 



ELIZABETH T. BENTLEY, confessed Soviet espionage 
agent and courier, stated in November, 1945 > that she knew 
JACOB GOLOS from 1938 until his death On November 25, 1943. 
Shortly after becoming acquainted with him, she became 
involved in Soviet espionage activity with him in Hew York 
City, and Washington, D.C. Although Miss BENTLEY did not 
state definitely that the company was used as a cover by 
GOLOS, she stated that he was known by her to be active in 
Soviet espionage while he was operating the company. 


World Tourists and JACOB RAISIN, with alias: 
Jacob N. Golos, were convictedGfor failure to register as 
agents of the USSR government on March 15 » 1940. Following 
this, GOLOS told BENTLEY he desired to have one American 
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company to handle all tourists, shipping, and other matters 
between the United States and Russia. Therefore, United 
States Shipping Service Corporation (U.S.S.S.) was formed, 
$15,000 of the necessary money being furnished by EARL BROWDER, 
then CP National Secretary, The basic purpose of this 
company was to ship, packages to Russia, and World Tourists 
became its receiving agent. As an officer of U.S.S.S, 

BENTLEY handled many of its affairs, and after GOLDS *8 
death became Acting Manager of World Tourists, In April, 

1945, one LOUIS BERDAKSKY became Manager. U.S.S.S. went 
out of business in October, 19^6. 

, Registration of World Tourists and/or U.S.S.S. 
under Foreign Agents Registration Acts reflected that they 
had contracts with Intourist, a USSR government agency 
dealing in tourist and shipping matters, 

LOUIS BERDANSKY was interviewed on November 18, 

1953, by SAS ROBERT ?. HUNNINGH^and WILLIAM P. KLEIN, 

He stated that the Intourist contract was terminated in 
May, 1951, and World Tourists became inactive. After
